Tho lidirmary 
tradition exist uf such in events of this description.— ! has lieen ailditioiiiilly fltied tip in a stvle not surjiasMid h) any 
Public prayers were imtnediafely determined to be of­ 
fered by the inhabitants and their worthy pastor. 
At 
half past two 
in the afternoon, hy tho light ot torch­ 
es and candles, a supplicating procession moved. 
A little before, a shower of tine sand had commenced 
falling ; in Us course, the wind from the east, having 
greatly increased, precipitated such a quantity of a kind 
of ashes or calcined dust, (powder,) that many persons 
found it dilRcult to follow in the procession, or even to 
find theit- own houses, and some shocks now hegan to 
be felt. 
At 5 o’clock in the afternoon, the ground vva.s 
covered to the depth of three inches with this dust ; at 
6 o’clock its density wa.s diminishing considerably, 
leaving respiration more free. 
In the midst of great 
nfRiction, and in the performance of acts uf religion, we 
passed that memorable night of mourning and alarm.— 
At 11 o’clock on that night, and at four in the morn­ 
ing, there were two violent shocks, and alternately va­ 
rious slight ones, all preceded by rumblings 
sharp detonations, which were hca||i from an early 
hour in the evening. 
On the 21st, the*day dawned 
serenely? dissipating in some measure our apprehen­ 
sions, 
At 8 o ’clock in the morning, our hopes were 
dampened on finding that the great quantity of volcanic 
matter, xvith which the atmosphere was charged, pre­ 
vented the passage of the rays of the sun, wiiich, how­ 
ever, for some moments displayed an opaque and sul­ 
phurous surface. 
On this day, tho dust fell in less 
quantity, and 
much finer. 
In the same manner the 
shocks continued strong and slight.

neighborhood of this city, its square (or citadel) and 
streets were covered with four or five inches of the ex­ 
halations mentioned, and so line that at the least breath 
of air they would rise, filling the organs of respiration ; 
llie trees in ilie fields, the roofs of the houses, were the 
sarne, and the rivers were infected by a baleful slench. 
)a this situation, this municipality, with the concurrence 
of their pastor, thought proper to assemble the inhabi­ 
tants for the [lui’pose of atlopting suitable measures for 
the exigency. 
The only ones which have occurred un­ 
til now, is to endeavor to wet the dust, which we be­ 
lieve to be most injurious to health, ajid to supply the 
people with provisions. 
In both which the inhabitants 
have assi.sted with promptness, as well hy their person­ 
al services as pecuniary, considering in the mean time 
what other measures of policy and salubrity they might 
adopt. 
On this day, the horizon was observed to be­ 
come clear, and the atmosphere freer. 
From time to timeslight .shock.s and rumblings were ex­ 
perienced. The evening twilght was clear; the stars were 
soon di.scoverdÜ ; the sky became considerably clear, 
and at 12 o’clock at itiglit, praises and thankgivings to 
the Supreme Being were hv*ard, for the now ascertained 
improvement of our critical situation. 
But at tills very 
hour, a rumbling noise was huartl, which continued in­ 
creasing without interruption until a violent re|)ort look 
place us of the discharge of many heavy cannon,. 12 
minutes after the coiimicncement. 
If continued until 
quarter past 12, wiien a violent shock took place, 
which was then the presage of a new eruption ; the 
rutiiblings now continued with the same intervals of a 
frightful silence. 
dark colunia was seen lo ascend 
anew from Cosiguina, covering this place, concealing 
the stars, and filiing our hearts with mourning and af­ 
fliction, now terrified by the incessant noise for a quar­ 
ter of an hour of the dreadful reports and shocks.

5 o’clock on the morning of the 23d, day broke with-j 
cii.ses G.istiie—250 ilo di» rtmhi—i 
out witnessing any increase in the clearing of tho at­ 
mosphere, which, however, was sufHcient to discover 
the cloud, and new* eruption, which threatened us. 
Prayers and supplications to tho Omnipotent Cod again 
began ; each ipiarter of an hour augmented the general 
terror ; this reached its greatest height at half past 8, 
when the darkness considerably decreased the little 
clearnes.s of tho twilight. 
This whole population be­ 
lieving that their last hour had now arrived, wa.s as­ 
sembling every moment in groups of persons of both 
sexes and all classes, at the houses of our venerable pas­ 
tor, who, with lamentutions and sobs, begged for abso­ 
lution from their sms. 
The latter, who, unfortunately 
for us, was quite ill, absolved them in part, until, not­ 
withstanding his painful situation, he repaired to tlie 
square that he miglit be the heller enabled to excite them 
to contrition, lo absolve them as he could in such terrible 
circumstances. 
At 9 o’clock all teniiinaied, and a scene 
more terrible than any preceding hegan. 
'I’he dreudlul 
rumblings were now repeated, the sky, notwilhslanding 
the darkness, disfil.iyeil reddened glares, wlii« h excited 
fears of tho atuio.sphere being onkitidled. 
At half past 
10, ihmiders were heard in various dircclioa.s, with 
sharp lightnings, causnjd hy tlie comhustilde matter float-■ 
ing about in our atmosphere ; the same etleets, with­ 
out Hoy dillerence, which the must violent tempest 
causes in the most rainy months of winter.
